ADORNA THREATENS 
THE KEY TO TRIESTE. 


Cry of Distress Goes up from Vienna; 
Haig Prepares New Onslaught; 
Riga is Partly Aflame. 


N THE. Austro-Itallan theater in- 
tensive infantry fighting has 
given away for the moment to 
artillery duels of great violence. 

The cessation in the fighting prob- 
ably is due to a realignment by the 
Italians of their battle line, says 
the Associated Press review of the 
war for the last twenty-four hours. 

Meanwhile, however, it is reported 
that a cry of distress has been sent 
to the Germans by the Austrians, 
asking for men to aid in holding 
back the Italian advance. It is said 
that Field Marshal Von Hindenburg 
has sent two Bavarian divisions tq 
the Isonzo front, and that the Ger- 
mans are also hastening the manu- 
facture of guns for the protection of 
the Hermada heights, the key to 
Trieste. 

Although the activity has 
come to a pause, the Italians have 
paid their respects to Pola, Austria’s 
big naval base on the Adriatic, by 
air. Nine tons of explosives have 
been dropped on warships in the 
roadstead and on military works, 
causing great damage. 

POUNDINGS. 

Field Marshal Haig continues to 
pound the German positions in 
Pianders with a rain of shells and 
another big push against the Ger- 
man lines seems imminent.

RIGA APLAME.

To the 
south, where the defection in the 
ranks of the Russians apparently 
was greatest, the Germans, accord- 
ing to Berlin, took some thousands 
of prisoners and captured more than 
150 guns and large quantities of war 
material.

Employee is Beaten

THE TIMES, Sept. 4.—Police- 

men's clubs are proving a bet- 
ter argument than pacific oratory to 
quell disturbances caused by strik- 
ing carmen here. 

When the lawless elements from 
the Union Iron Works detrained at 
Van Ness avenue this afternoon 
there was an attempt to renew their 
favorite pastime of wrecking street 
cars and beating platform men of 
the United Railroads. They were 
met by a patrol of fifty policemen, 
however, and a pitched battle was 
fought, extending half a block along 
Van Ness and Market. 

As soon as the union toughs dis- 
covered that the policemen were 
really in earnest, they broke and 
ran, although there were twenty of 
them to each policeman. No arrests 
were made, but a score of the strik- 
ers were roughly handled by the 
police. The effect of this deter- 
mined stand by the police patrol 
was immediate. Word spread 
through the Mission district tat 
‘the bulle are out for blood,” and 
the lawless element disappeared as 
by magic. 

NO ONE HURT YESTERDAY. 

When the roll of United Railroads 
employees was called tonight it was 
fdund that, for the first time in 
three weeks, none of the platform 
men had been stoned or clubbed by 
the strikers. President Lilienthal 
eaid tonight that the company main- 
tained its schedule service during 
more than two-thirds of the day. 
The regular mid-day run was main- 
tained on each of the company’s six-

that a part of the brutal programme 
of the strikers included breaking 
the noses of platform men with 
blackjacks in order that they should 
be permanently disfigured. 

BREAK NOSES, THE IDDBA. 


A secret service report of one of 
the meetings of the strikers reveals 
that this plan was agreed on in cold 
blood and was carried out system- 
atically by the thugs of the unions, 
Organized lawlessness is accounta- 
ble for all the rioting that has taken 
place. The strikers worked in gangs 
of five or ten under a picked leader. 
When a car was stopped by blockad- 
ing the track, one of these gangs 
would ge after the motorman and 
conductor. The victim was first 
beaten about the front of the head 
until he was in a semi-conscious 
condition, then he wag deliberately 
disfigured by a heavy blow across 
the nose. A Diackjack was general- 
ly used. 

Some of the lawless gangs in the 
Mission have been boasting of the 
skill with which they delivered the 
blow that breaks a man’s nose. They 
assert that this disfigurement will 
be a permanent reminder to him not 
to mingle again in affairs in which 
the strikers are concerned, and that 
it will serve to identify him in case 
of future strikes. 

WORST HOPED OVER. 

Many of the more sanguine ones 
in the business community are hope- 
ful today that the worst of the car 
strike is over. The railroad com- 
pany_has enough men to maintain 
regular schedules on all its lines, 
the police are now permitted by the 
vacillating city administration to use 
their clubs to break up gangs of 
strikers, and the union labor leaders 
are adyising against violence. This 
sudden change in the attitude of the 
labor despots is caused by the re- 
port that a special committee of the 
grand jury is investigating the cause 
of so many deeds of violence in so 
short atime.

ment issued today by the Patriotic 
Education Society urges that the 
United States declare war imme- 
diately upon Germanys allies, as- 
serting that the German secret serv- 


ice is relying largely upon Austrians 
and Bulgars for information from 
this country and asking “if this is 
a war of democracy against au- 
tocracy, how can we maintain 
friendly relations with the most 
despotic of the great empires, Aus- 
tria-Hungary 7?” 

Instead of refraining from a dec- 
laration of war against Austria in 
order to leave the door open for a 
separate peace, the Society argues, 
the United States should take & 
surer road to peace by lending full 
support in war materials to the grea?

“All of the reasons that made it 
necessary for America to offer in 
sacrifice the lives of her youth and 
to pledge her entire resources to a 
war te the finish with the Hohenzol- 
lerns, demand a similar declaration 
against the Hapsburgs. The Haps- 
burgs have shown the same ruthless 
disregard of the rights of small na- 
tions as the Hohenzollerns.

Austrian armies have committed the 
same outrages upon Serbian women, 
old men, women and children that 
German soldiers have committed in 
Belgium, Austrian submarines sink

“Ie the direction of Uxkulion 
Monday the Germans continued te 
develop their success in a northerly 
direction toward the Valenrode- 
Pskoff road and in a northeasterly 
direction. Towards evening the 
enemy dislodged our troops in the 
great Jaege! region, penétrating our 
positions on a front of nine miles 
in the region of Valenrode and oc- 
cupying it.

the German victory at Riga. The capture 
of this great Russian seaport is a military 
event that cannot be pooh-poohed or passed 
over as a “blessing in disguise.” 

It is not a fatal blow, but it cannot be 
regarded in any other light than as a seri- 
ous reversal for the Allies. 

The German “higher command” had sev- 
eral objects in view when they set out to 
capture this important Baltic port and grain 
depot. We can best judge of the impor 
tance of the German feat of arms by exam- 
ining these objects. In other words we 
can best estimate Rigas value to the Ger- 
mans by discovering why they wanted It. 

The primary objective of the Riga eam 
paign, of course, is to try to force Russia 
to a separate peace. The German army 
foresees that the Japanese commission to 
America is very likely to result in the dis- 
patch of a large Japanese army across 
Siberia to strengthen and revive the Rus- 
sian army on the German east front. It 
Russia can be forced to conclude a separate 
peace before this Japanese army can be 
sent, that danger will be avoided. 

Separate peace with Russia would bring 
about a result of even greater importance 
for the Kaiser, however. It would free the 
immense army of German troops now guard- 
ing the German-Russian border. 

Anticipating the arrival in France of 
large bodies of American soldiers, it will 
become necessary very shortly for the Ger- 
mans fo materially strengthen their lines 
on the west front. The release of the 
troops now in the trenches on the east 
front would supply the needed men for use 
on the west front. 

The capture of Riga, of course, will not 
bring Russia to her knees, but the taking 
of Riga opens the way to Petrograd. The 
capture of a national capital is a severe 
blow to the morale of the best of armies. 
No one knows what effect it would have 
upon the disorganized and shattered Rus 


sian forces.

is the difficulty of really paralyzing Russia 
by any military victory. The strength of 
Russia is also her weakness. The country 
is so enormous and unwieldy that it is with 
the utmost difficulty that an efficient army 
can be raised. At the same time the very 


hugeness of the country makes it dim. 


cult of successful attack. As a German 
army officer onfe said: “Attacking Russia 
is like spanking an elephant with a butter 
paddie; you are at a loss where to hit to 
hurt the critter.” 

‘The German higher command had, how- 
ever, other reasons for battering Riga. The 
refusal of the Allies—especially the United 
States—to listen to the Pope’s terms of 
peace has undoubtedly had a bad effect 
upon the spirits of the German people. At 
the lowest ebb of their disappointment 
comes the victory of the Italian army, an 
army the Germans despised and regarded 
contempt. Something 
had to be done, and done quickly, to stop 
this terrifying slump of German public 
opinion. An ordinary victory would not 
do; it must be something more spectacular 
and sensational. That is one reason for 
Riga. 

There are two other reasons why the 
German army was anxious to take this 
great Baltic Sea port: it is one of the 
great food and grain depots in the world: 
its possession will give Germany more of 
what the politicians call “trading strength” 
when the nations come to the peace coun- 
cll. Germany hopes to regain her colonies 
by swapping her captured territory in Eu- 
rope. Riga will be a good trade In the 
event of a final German victory the Ger- 
mans have openly declared their intention 
to retain Riga, assuring as it would the 
German control of the Baltic Sea. 

The capture of Riga is, however, not 
without its value to the Allies. It has 
shown in a conclusive manner that Ger- 
many has the crippled Russian nation at 
her mercy. It shows us all too plainiy 
that the Kaiser can take any part of Rus- 


sia he likes; all that holds him back is the 


unwillingness of the German Genera! Staff 
to tle up so many troops that may be 
needed on the west front. 

The capture of Riga shows us, if we are 
in a mood to be shown anything, that we 
have nothing to hope for in the way of 
real military help from Russia. 

Russia is through. When the discipline 
of an army is once shattered the process of 
its rebuilding is slow and tortuous. It 
would now be more difficult to send an ef- 
ficient Russian army to the front than to 
train new men who never saw a rifle or 
heard gun fire. 

The Allies are in this fight to win and 
we will win in the long run; but it 16 folly, 
and dangerous folly, not to recognize the 
stern, cold fact that one of the Allies has 
definitely disappeared from the fighting 


line, 
A MERICA’S STAKE. 

Much of the cost of war today is the 
consequence of having neglected to prop- 
erly prepare for war three years ago. We 
were plunged into war at an increased cost 
because of the wastes of hasty preparation. 

Let us not close our eyes to the fact 
thus we are fighting against becoming a 
tributary and subject people. It is true 
that we have great nations to fight with 
us. They fight for purposes that do not 
specially concern us. What does concern 
us is our peace, our security, our right to 
live our own national life in our own way. 

We want peace. The great human heart 
of the nation yearns for the termination 
of the horrible war which Germany forced 
upon the world. But the only peace worth 
having is a peace that will last. A peace 
on the status quo ante bellum would be 
both a crime and a blunder. “To enter 
this war, to shed the blood of our young 
men, to burden ourselves and posterity 
with enormous taxes and enormous debts 
in order to find ourselves at the end with 
the situation just as it was in the summer 
of 1914 would be unbearable. We not 
only should have fought in vain, but we 
should have fought without reason; we 
should then be in a position where we 
should have to spend countless millions in 
preparing for the next war, which « dis- 
tinguished German general recently said 
they must make ready for now.” 

We are fighting to carry this war through 
to the end for our own safety in order 
that we may have our own independence 
not interfered with. [It is true that our

LONDON, Sept. 4. — Attacks on 
American sailors on Sunday night 
are reported in a dispatch from Cork 
to the Chronicle. It is said that 
fangs of young men paraded the 
streets and set upon the Americans, 
who were accompanied by their 
sweethearts. 

One instance cited is that of two 
Americans who were attacked on 
the chief street of Cork, a young 
woman with them being insulted and 
having her hat torn off. The corre- 
spondent reports that the sallors did 
nothing improper or contrary to 
good taste to invite the attack and 
as far as could be learned did not 
retaliate. They escaped on a tram 


car. 

All the girls who suffered at the 
hands of the crowds, the dispatch 
says, belong to the respectable mid- 
die class. An attempt was made at 
11 p.m. to break into places where 
Americans are staying, the dispatch 
continues, but after a short siege the 
attackers departed. Several parties

evolutions. Some windows were 
broken. One party raided the prem- 
ises of an officers’ training corps 
stole fifty-six rifles, thirty revolvers 
and a number of swords.

TAX RATE ADOPTED.

Supervisors Raise the Levy Nearly 
Three Cents to Cover Cost 

of General 


The Board of Supervisors, by 
resolution yesterday, formally adopt- 
ed the tax levies for the fiscal 
year, 1917-18, already published in 
The Times. The rate for county pur- 
poges exceeds that of last year by 
nearly 3 cents. Last year it was 62 
cents; this year it is 64.96. 

The increase is intended to cover 
the increased cost of material and 
supplies. No levy will be made for 
exploitation or exhibitions. Last year 
the sum raised for these purposes 
was about $54,000. The total rate 
Inside Los Angeles city for county 
and school purposes is $1.60. 

The saiary fund was reduced, not 
by way of lowering salares, but by 
cutting off employment in many in- 
stances. It is not generally known 
that the county, is providing for 
about 3500 persons, including the 
patients and employees of the Coun- 
ty Hospital. the County Poor Farm 
and the jail.
